-aulicians, continued in thei purity till the 10th 
century, when they visited Franee, where they grew and spread till 
the army of the Crusades scattered them. or, as we before stated 
drowned over one million of these unoffendi 


ling Christians in blood ! 
not time to more than briefly allude to these truths. 
astonishing as they may seem. Let us then approach nearer our 
own time and see how these principles have prevailed. 

Dr. Mosheim, the distinguished German writer, in his 
volume 3rd, page 79, says: ‘‘In almost all the countries 
an unspeakable number of Baptists preferred death 
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But T wish to pause here, to present to this large and very attentive 
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
